Two robbery accused 
plead guilty 

T wo of the fourpeople accused in the December28,2013 robbery 
of Corina Hall pled guilty Friday in Lee Circuit Court. 

Michael (1988) and Megan Lynch (1991) were both sentenced to 
five years, diverted for five years after pleading guilty to facilitation 
to robbery in the first degree. 

Michael Lynch said he was driving the getaway car during the 
robbery, and Megan Lynch said she served as lookout. 

Their co-defendants, John M. Moore (1986) and Marci K. Phillips 
(1982) had status hearings set for July 18. They are charged with rob¬ 
bery in the first degree and theft by unlawful taking in the case. 

While in court Friday, Phillips was given a drug test, which she 
passed. 

Megan Lynch was released from jail, where she has been since 
her arrest. 

Michael Lynch was released from house arrest. 

When Judge Tom Jones asked him what led to the incident, Lynch 
said, “It was for drugs.” 

Also in court Friday, Anthony E. Vickers (1960) pled guilty to 
burglary in the third degree and possession of marijuana. The Com¬ 
monwealth is recommending two years on the burglary charge and 
30 days for marijuana. 

Vickers will be sentenced June 2 in Owsley County if Probation 
and Parole can complete the pre-sentencing report. If that cannot be 
done, he will be sentenced June 20 in Lee County. 

After pleading guilty to theft by unlawful taking under $500, Adam 
Mays (1982) was sentenced to 365 days, conditionally discharged 
for two years. He must also pay restitution. 

Matthew R. Hager (1986) admitted to being arrested and indicted 
while on diversion, causing Jones to void Hager’s diversion. The 
arrest is for the charge of receiving stolen property under $10,000. 

Assistant Commonwealth’s Attorney Kristen Clouse said that 
since Hager violated his diversion he must serve the five years he 
was facing from a 2012 case. 

Hager’s attorney, Johnathan Gay, said his client maintains his 
innocence as to the indictment. Also, he wants to hear from Hager’s 
family. 

Restitution of $400 in the case is being released to one of Hager’s 
grandparents. 

Jones set sentencing for June 13 in Estill County, and said he 
would hear from the family on that day. 

Ora L. Brock (1972) pled guilty to promoting contraband in the 
first degree and possession of a controlled substance in the first 
degree. He was sentenced to three years diverted for five. 

Judge Jones noted that the Peoples Exchange Bank is to release 
the bank records of accused murderer Madeline Lykins (1959) and 
her late husband. She is accused of shooting him to death last Oc¬ 
tober. The records from October 18, 2013 to the present are to be 
released to the Commonwealth Attorney’s office. No trial date has 
yet been set. 

Attorney Jason Wilson appeared for his client James F. Deaton 
(1946). 

Jones asked when was the last time he saw Deaton. 

Wilson said it had been three months. 

Jones said that 30 days prior he had instructed Deaton to appear 
in court last Friday. Then, Jones said, he heard the day before that 
he heard that Deaton could not appear. 

Wilson said he was under care, and must take care of his wife. 

“He really gives no reason” for not coming, Jones said. “I don’t 
know when I’m ever going to see Mr. Deaton again.” 

The Deatons live in Arkansas. 

Wilson said that Deaton had been advised by his doctors the trip 
would be detrimental to his health.

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JVIemorial Day is the day when the people 
of the United States pause to remember those 
members of our armed services who have 
given their lives for their country. 

Following are two small stories about two 
men, one from Lee County and one who moved 
here three and a half years ago, who served 
bravely, but fortunately did not die in action. 

David Coomer recently shared some infor¬ 
mation about his father, Thomas Lee Coomer, 
who died May 15, 2010. 

Coomer served in the infantry, and then re¬ 
connaissance, in Korea during that war. At one 
point, he was close to the Chinese border. 

According to his separation form, Coomer 
was awarded the Silver Star, the Bronze Star, 
the Korean Service Medal with five battle 
stars and the Republic of Korea Presidential 
Citation. 

However, according to his son, Coomer 
refused the medals because, “He wouldn’t 
accept a medal for killing no man.” He said, 
“It was nothing to brag about.” 

David said one of the few times he saw his 
father cry was when he recounted one of the 
few things he saw. 

He said there were a number of civilians in 
an area where the North Koreans had an am¬ 
munition dump. 

The North Korean troops attacked and hit the 
ammo dump causing multiple casualties. He 
could hear the women and children crying. 

David said his father remained a “meek” 
man the rest of his life. 

He spent 18 years in local law enforce¬ 
ment 

He is buried in the St. Helens Cemetery. 

John A. Bemardi enlisted in the Army in 
1961. 

He decided he wanted to do something other 
than carry a rifle so he applied for Officer Can¬ 
didate School, and was commissioned a second 
lieutenant in 1963. He then went to flight 
training, and received a rating as a fixed wing 
(airplane, not helicopter) aviator in 1965. 

From January 1967 through February 1968 
Bemardi served as a forward air controller in 
Vietnam. 

His duty was to direct artillery and bombing 
on enemy concentrations while flying a single 
engine Cessna. 

Part of his service time was during the Tet 
Offensive during early 1968. For those who do 
not know, the Tet Offensive was a well-planned 
attack by the insurgent Viet Cong and the North 
Vietnamese Army. It was beaten back, but led 
American opinion to change from supporting 
the war to the majority of citizens being op¬ 
posed to it. 

He ended with 1,250 combat flying 
hours. 

Bemardi was awarded the Distinguished 
Flying Cross, the Bronze Star, the Army 
Commendation Medal with V Device, the 
Air Medal with V Device and 26 Oak Leaf 
Clusters, the Vietnamese Cross of Gallantry. 
Also, because of his time as an enlisted man, 
he received the Good Conduct Medal. 
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Slone indicted for 
murder of Martha Hollar 


]Vf clivn Slone was indicted Friday for the April 18 
murder of Beattyville businesswoman Martha Hollar. 
Slone is alleged to have shot Hollar in the face that 
night. The murder occurred in Hollar’s Main Street 
mobile home. 

Slone, 55 of KY 52 West, was also charged by the 
grand jury with a count of arson in the first degree. 
He is alleged to have set fire to the mobile home after 
Hollar was shot. 

Kentucky State Police Detective Jesse Armstrong 
was the witness before the grand jury. 

Zaquikon Roy of the Lee Adjustment Center was 
indicted for the alleged October 21, 2013 assault of 
David Goodin. The assault caused serious physical 
injury to Goodin, the indictment said. 


Beattyville Police Officer Stuart Morris was the witness 
before the grand jury. 

Heriberto Ortiz, 47 of Nicholasville, allegedly com¬ 
mitted the offense of Medicaid fraud between February 
25, 2013 to December 28, 2013. 

According to the indictment, Ortiz, “...did know¬ 
ingly (a) falsify, conceal, or cover up by any trick, 
scheme or device a material fact AND/OR (b) did make 
false, fictitious or fraudulent statements or representa¬ 
tions, AND/OR (c) made or used any false writings or 
documents, knowing the same to contain any false, 
fictitious or fraudulent statement or entry.” 

The witnesses, both from the Attorney General’s Of¬ 
fice of Medicaid Fraud and Abuse Contol, were David 
Reed Wilbus and Steven Lechert.

Jones set May 23 in 
Estill County to have Deaton 
appear, and provide medical 
proof of his issues. If proof 
can be given, then Deaton 
can wait and appear June 20 
in Lee County. 

John Law pled guilty to 
unlawful possession of a meth 
precursor and theft by unlaw¬ 
ful taking. He also committed 
a bond violation by failing a 
drug test. 

The Commonwealth is 
recommending two years. 
Sentencing is set for June 20. 

Jones said he heard 
from Joshua Brown (no year 
given) who is incarcerated. 
Brown said that he received 
five years for assault in the 
fourth degree, which should 
only have been a sentence of 
12 months. 

The judge asked Clouse 
to file a motion to amend that 
sentence. That will change 
Brown’s classification from a 
violent offender to one that is 
non-violent. 

Jones set June 20 as the 


date for a probation revoca¬ 
tion hearing for Robbie Allen 
(1979). 

The judge noted that June 
20 is the date for a plea for Da¬ 
vid Johnson (1968). Johnson 
has three cases, all for traffick¬ 
ing in a controlled substance in 
the first degree.
